TOWN OF STETTLER 


Hon. Dr. Ruthercurd is Given En- 
thusiastic Reception by People 
of Stettler. 


Stettler, Alta., June 4.—Hon. Dr. 
A. C. Rutherford, premier of Alberta, 
accompanied by W. F. Puffer, member 
for Lacombe in the Alberta legisla- 
ture, visited Stettler on Tuesday, A 
number of leading citizens and officers 
of the local Liberal association met the 
train and the Premier was escorted to 
the National Hotel, where he met a 
large mumber of town and country 
residents, who were present to receive 
him. At the meeting in the evenir>, 
every available seat in the hall waa 
occupied and many were compelled to 
stand, = Mr. Harding, who occupied 
the chair, opened the proceedings at 
& quarter to nine with a brief address, 
in which he expressed regret at the 
absence of the Hon. W. H. Cushing, 
minister of public works, who was to 
have accompanied the Premier but 
Was unfortunately detained on account 
of the serious illness of his brother. 
Mr. Harding then introduced = Mr. 
Puffer. 

Local Member Speaks. 
_ Mr. Puffer, who has gained great 
Popularity in hig constituency, spoke 
chiefly upon the progress of the dis- 
trict since the early days. He went 
thoroughly into the road and bridee 
building operations throughout the 
surrounding districts, pointing out 
the difficulties with which the officials 
had to contend, and which necessarily 
hampered operations to a certain ex- 
tent. In addition to this, he spoke 
of the roads north, east and south, 
which were considered main arteries 
of traffic, and explained why these 
had not had money expended upon 
them earlier, Ho stated that gangs 
were now at work in’ this neighbor- 
hood, and it would not be long before 
the reads were all put in good shape, 
He touched upon postal matters also 
and eulogised Dr. MeIntyre, M.P. for 
Strathcona, for his activity in pro- 
curing so)many post offices in this 
and neighboring districts. From this 
subject he turned to that of the gov- 
ernment telephone system, municipal 
and rural, and assured the audience 
that these rural telephones would be 
extended in many directions this year. 

Mr. Puffer’s speech was listened to 
intently, and when he sat down he 
was loudly applauded, 

The Premier Speaks. 

Premier. Ruthefford’s address was 
in the nature of an exposition of the 
legislation enacted by the provineial 
government in the interests of the 
people. In his opening remarks he 
referred to the unavoidable absence of 
the minister of public works, Mr. 
Cushing, and said that Mr. Cushing 
had assured him that he would avail 
himself of the earliest opportunity to 
visit Stettler, 

The Premier gracefully referred to 
the presence at the meeting of many 
Jadies, It angured well for the pro- 
vinee when the womn took an active 
interest in publie matters, 

Not Campaigning. 

His was not to be a campaigning 
speech. There were no provincial 
elections pending. But he had never 
hefore been in Stettler, and he deemed 
it his duty to visit every part of the 
province under the government — of 
which he was the head. He would 
confine his remarks to the business of 
the legislature, where the money came 
from and how it was expended, He 
spoke of the rapid progress of Stettler, 
which had become known throughout 
the length and breadth of the pro- 
vinee. He had hoped to be here to 
open the first fair, in answer to an 
invitation from the eitizens, but was 
unavoidably called east. He stated, 
however, later in his address, that he 
would be pleased to avail himself of 
an invitation to open the next fair, 
which takes place jin October. He 
remarked that he had heard excep- 
tionally good reports of the exhibits 
of stock, grain and roots at the fair 
lost year, even though the year was 
not a favorable one for agriculture. 


Generous Arrangement, 

Dealing with the grant for the pro- 
vince from the Federal government 
under the Autonomy Act, he gave 
figures of the amounts at present re- 
eeived and what the maximum 
aniount would be, thus showing that

He stated that the C.P.R. were not 
disposed the first year to pay these 
taxes, but the next year they found 
they had to, and so paid up for both 
years, the taxea amounting to one 
hundred and twenty-one thousand 
dollars The Premier's statement 
that this amount had been received 
from the C.P.R, in taxes was received 
with such huge delight by the large 
audience that the stamping and clap- 
ping was almost deafening. 

The Premier also referred to the 
countiy sehools and the grants that it 
was possible for taem to obtain, He 
also spoke of the legislation that had 
been passed, reducing the cost of law 
suits, incidentally remarking that he

DOMINION FAIR ENTRIES 
EXCEED EXPECTATIONS. 


Dominion Fair Entries shrdlu uo 

Entries for Live Stock Alone Total 1,278 
—Accommodation Will Be Severely 
Taxed—Provision Must Be Made for 
Overflow,

Calgary, June 5.—The Exhibition com- 
pany which is conducting the Dominion 


Fair got the second indication of the 
enormous extent of the Dominion Pair 
yesterday when the secretary totalled 


up the number of entries for live stock 
The management had been prpared for 
it, but had not been quite keyed up to 
the very large mumber of entries that 
were actually made. In addition to the 
entries which closed on Saturday, came 
a bunch whieh had been delayed in the 
mails from Sir William Van Horn from 
his stock farm in Manitoba, The total 
number of live stock entries abount to 
1,278 which includes the horses on exhib- 
ition, the cattle, sheep and swine. The 
entries were more than the company 
had expected and the result will be that 
there will he considerabl erowding. 

The big show ring will have to be given 
over for the accommodation of some of 
the cattle. The swine entries are suffi- 
cient to fill up the building for both 
swine and Isheep and other arrangements 
must be made for the sheep. -The inter- 
est that has been shown throughout the 
entire dominion in this exhibition is 
much greater than was at all expected, 
but now that the exhibite have come it 
is expected that the spectators will fol- 
low in equally as large numbers.

NEW OFFICIALS 
TO BE APPOINTED 


City Engineer And Finance Com- 
aMmissioner Wanted—Temporary 
Arrangements Made. 


The city council at their adjourned 
meeting last evening decided to ad- 
vertise for applications for the posi- 
tion of city commissioner at a salary 
of $2,400 per year and of city engineer 
at an initial salary of $3,000 per year. 
Applications will be received until 
noon on July Ith, 1908 The ques- 
tion of the appointment or a second 
commissioner or the combining of the 
positions of city engineer and public 
works commiseioner was le.t in abey- 
ance for the present, 

In order that the offaire of the 
city may be carried forward without 
a hitch until these appointments are 
made the couneil decided to appoint 
Assistant City Engineer Latournel as 
temporary city engineer and Power 
Engineer P, MeNaughton as superin- 
tendent of publie works, These men 
will thus be given an opportunity to 
qualify for the respective positions of 
eity engineer and public works com- 
missioner, Mayor MeDougall will ee- 
cupy the position of finance commis- 
sioner until a new man is appointed 
and will be empowered to engage an 
adsistant if necessary.

The question of what steps should 
be taken to fill the positions made 
vacant by the retirement of the ¢ity 
engineer and commissioners was 
brought up for discussion by the read- 
ing of three applications from local 
men for the position of public works 
commissioner of the city, These were 


from A. M. Caledfon, architect; T. 
Cameron Penny, superintendent of 
street railway constraction on First 


street, for the city, and Charles Ram- 
aay. All three men stated their qual- 
ifications and gave references, These 
applications will not be considered, 
however, until July Mth, 

In connection with the appointment 
f commissioners Mayor MeDougall 
stated that City Auditor Richardson 
had recommended that the city engi- 
neer should also be public works com- 
missioner with an assistant under him. 
This, he thought, would be the only 
way to avoid friction between these 
wo positions, The mayor suggested 
that Assistant City Engineer Latournel 
be appointed temporary engineer. He 
believed he was competent to carry on 
the work and might prove suitable for 
the permanent position, The aldermen 
were agreeable to this proposal. 

With regard to the question of the 
appointment of COmmMissponers there 
was more difference of opinion. Some 
of the aldermen favored combining 
the positions of city engineer and 
pubhie works commissioner while oth- 
ers wished to appoint two men for 
these positions, All were united, how- 
ever, on the ground that the new com- 
missioners should be sound, experience- 
ed, level-headed businéss men who 
were competent to undertake the gen- 
‘ral management of the city’s affairs. 
Ald. Gariepy suggested advertising for 
applications for the position of com- 
missioner, but Ald. Manson and Me- 
Innis were not in favor of advertising. 

Local Men for Commissioners. 

“{ think we can get men right in 
this city who are perfectly quatiiied 
to fill the position of commissioner,” 
said Mayor McDougall. “IT have one 
in mind right new,” and although the 
reporters present leaned eagerly for- 
ward the mayor did not go on to 
state whom he meant. Ald. Melnnis 
favored appointing P. MeNaughton

Great Britain and United States Reach 
Agreement by Which Two Cent 
Rate Will be tnstituted—To Take 
Effect October | This Year. 


Washington, June 4—Pdstmaster 
General Meyer announced today that 
an agreement had been reached with 
the British government proviling for 
a letter postage of two cents an ounce 
between the United States and Great 
Britain and Ireland, to become opera- 
tive Octber 1, 1908, He stated fur- 
ther that the British postmaster gen- 
eral, Sydney Buxton, was making a 
like announcemen, to the stuuse OF 
Commons today. 

The matter of a “penny postage,” ae 
it is called in England, has been un- 
der consideration for 6ome time, and 
as far back as last July President 
Roosevelt approved Mr. Meyers’ course 
in urging a ‘restricted union with 
England.”

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered rection o Do 
minion Lends in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of ome- 
quarter section, of 160 aores, more or 
lesa. 

Application for homertend entry muat 
be mado in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agenoy 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on oertain oon- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader, 


An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
Application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail, 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation muat 
be made in person. The applicant muet 
be eligible fur homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until chat application hae 
been disposed of, 


Where an entry ia cancelled subse 
quent to institution for cance! ‘ation pro- 
coedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry 

Applicant for cancellation must state 


in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 


A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing deolar. 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to 
form tho duties under one of the follow 
ing plana: 

(1) At least six monthas’ residence ovon 
and cultivation of the land in each yoar 
during the tgym of three years. 

©) A homesteader may, if he so de 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely hy him, not less than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of hia 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement, 

(9) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform hia own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother), 

(4) ihe term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding eAragraphe is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in ¢he measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsie of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
more than 2.560 acrés shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
aa me op the merchantable coal min- 
ed, 

Quartz.-A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
ra place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
eel, 

The fee for recording a claim in $8, 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
couplying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cent. on the 
sales, 

Placer mining claima generally are 100 * 
sy square; entry fee $5, renewable year- 
y. 

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior, 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op-> 
eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for each five miles, Rental 
$10 per annum for each mile of river 
leased. Royalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
cent, collected on the eutput after it ex-
